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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings (filed on 04/28/2005) are objected to because in Fig 1 , the vacuum 
port as shown by reference no. 14 is a new matter. The original drawing of Fig. 1 does 
not show this item. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. Applicants resubmitted specification on 04/28/2005 with a statement saying that 
no amendment to the original specification is presented. However, It is noted by the 
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examiner that the resubmitted specification introduces new matter issues. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: see the last two 
paragraphs of page 3 of the spec filed on 04/28/2005. If this is considered to be an 
amendment to the specification, the specification would be objected to under 35 
U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the 
invention. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The claimed feature of a vacuum- based 
extraction system recited in claim 3, is not described anywhere in the applicants' 
specification. The requirement of the extraction system being "a vacuum-based" is a 
new matter. The original spec and drawing do not support this element. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by B. H. 
McLeod (US 2,637,244). McLeod discloses (see Fig 2 and column 17, lines 28-52) a 
fluid dispenser (reagent applicator 60 capable of dispensing an immersion fluid) for 
microscopes comprising a remotely located delivery system that does not require an 
alteration or mechanical attachment to the microscope optical components wherein the 
dispenser is mechanically attached to the microscope's stage (10). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

10. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over B. H. 
McLeod (US 2,637,244) as applied to claim 1 or 2 above and further in view of Bogen et 
al (US 6,541 ,261 ). McLeod lacks teaching a vacuum based extraction system. 
However it is well known in the art to use a vacuum suction force to remove liquid 
applied from the surface article; for instance Bogen et al discloses (see Fig 1 1 A) 
aspiration head 31 using a vacuum force to thoroughly remove liquid from the surface of 
microscope slide 17. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to include a vacuum based extraction system in McLeod to 
clean the surface of the slide. 
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Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 04/28/2005 have been considered. Regarding 
claims 1-3, applicants overcome the art rejections with references Amos et al, Fowler et 
al Rolland et al and Bowman et al. However, the amended claims are rejected in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection (see rejections above). Applicant's arguments with 
respect to the art rejection have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

As to 1 12 1 st paragraph rejections of written description requirement, it's not overcome 
because the feature listed in claim 3 (see above) is not described in the applicant's 
original specification. Actually, in the process of correcting the written description 
requirement of this claim (see 112 1 st paragraph rejection above), the applicants present 
a new matter issue in claim 3 and Fig.1. "A vacuum based-extraction system" is a new 
matter.
